"The country doctor" 


Young folks may be a bit con¬ 
fused when one tries to describe a 
‘country doctor.’ The closest pic¬ 
ture I can give is ‘Doc Adams’ on 
the old TV western show “Gun- 
smoke.” Doc was pleasant, hon¬ 
est, and always ready to help every 
time a woman was having a baby, 
when a father had been kicked by 
a mule and ended up with a bro¬ 
ken leg, or a child with a case of 
pneumonia or whooping cough. 
He was always called after a gun- 
fight to attend the wounded or 
dead. 

In the 50s and before, the only 
doctors we knew were those simi¬ 
lar to Doc Adams. No Paramedics 
or emergency vehicles existed. If 
one were fortunate and seriously 
ill, he may be transported to the 
hospital by the local undertaker. 
Cell phones, air care, or first 
responders were unknown. 

The first country doctor I 
knew was Dr. Comer. In fact, 
Doctor Comer came to our house 
and delivered me. This was in 
1945 and I was unaware of the 
event. His office was located on 
Chapel Street, behind the Pendle¬ 
ton Co. Industrial building. 

Doctors had regular office 
hours, but if an emergency arose, 
they might have to spend the 
entire night at the patient’s home, 
while delivering a baby, because 
travel was difficult. I often won¬ 
der how the early doctors were 
able to take the long hours and 
stress. 

The best description I can give 
of Dr. Comer came from my 
departed friend, Edwin Hall. 
Edwin told me his mother had an 
extended illness and Doc. Comer 
was their family doctor. When she 
was seriously ill and near death, 
Doc told Edwin’s dad that if he 
was needed during the night to 
come to the house and let him 
know. He said his bedroom was in 
the rear of the house and if he was 
in a deep sleep he would be unable 


to hear a front door knock. He 
could just come to the back of the 
house and peck on his bedroom 
window. This gesture would not 
happen today. 

Doctor William Townsend 
was our family doctor during my 
younger years. Doc was quite 
mysterious and not given to much 
conversation. When he talked, 
one listened. 

One Sunday afternoon I was 
attacked by two big dogs. Instead 
of standing my ground when they 
approached, I took off running. 

I was bitten several times on 
the back of my legs. Dad took me 
to Doc Townsend, who lived on 
Maple Avenue at the present 
home of Jim and Carol Kyle. We 
woke Doc from his afternoon 
nap. He dressed my wounds. 

Dad was concerned about 
rabies. Doc asked if the dogs were 
running and acted healthy. Dad 
said, “yes.” Doc returned, “If they 
were running that means they 
probably don’t have rabies.” 

Another time, when I was in 
high school, I had a bad carbuncle 
on my stomach. For those who 
are not familiar, a carbuncle is a 
big painful boil. Today, we rarely 
hear of carbuncles. Carbuncles 
were very painful when infection 
set in and contained a deep core, 
that leaves a large hole when 
removed. 

I got in such pain that I had to 
make a visit to Doc Townsend. 
“What’s your problem?” was all he 
said. I pointed to the left of my 
belly button. 

“Lie down and hang on,” was 
all he said. He took a small razor 
knife, cut across the top of the 
carbuncle, and squeezed! 

I let out a yell that could be 
heard all around town, but I felt 
relief. The core and matter had 
squirted and hit the little round 
mirror that Doc wore on his head. 
Without much expression he said, 
“Good shot!” 


Doctor Robert McKinney was 
probably the last of the country 
doctors that I remember. He was 
“one of a kind!” 

I first remember him driving 
an old car in 1952 passing our 
school bus on the way to deliver a 
baby at the Ishmael home on 
McGraw road. The snow was very 
deep. 

Doc was not given to thor¬ 
ough record keeping or organiza¬ 
tion nor was he bothered by what 
people thought. He did his best 
and “called a spade a spade!” 

My wife got a little ‘put out’ 
with Doc one time when she had 
a virus of some kind. When Doc 
entered the examining room he 
commented, “What’s wrong with 
you, did you swallow a watermel¬ 
on seed?” 

I have always had a problem 
with weak eyes. I had many styes 
and eye infections. 

When I saw Doc he com¬ 
mented, “All you Sullivans have 
weak eyes. You got those pale blue 
eyes and dishwater hair, and will 
have to put up with eye problems 
the rest of your life.” He was cor¬ 
rect. 

Doc was a good jail house doc¬ 
tor. Many prisoners would make 
excuses to get out of jail and fake 
illness. Doc was wise and able to 
see through their dishonesty. 

One time a young prisoner 
with a sagging pot belly, com¬ 
plained of back problems and 
demanded to see a doctor. 

Doc directed him to drop his 
pants. Doc observed his gigantic 
stomach and commented, “With 
a gut like that how can you expect 
for your back not to hurt? It’s like 
having a hundred pound feed sack 
hanging from your stomach!” 

The prisoner never requested 
to see Doc again. 

The old country doctors are a 
thing of the past, and like many 
extinct creatures are missed and 
will never appear again. 


Smoke-free laws would protect the public

Some people claim that 
smoke-free laws are government’s 
infringement on private-property 
rights. Business owners may pri¬ 
vately own their business, but by 
inviting the public in, they are 
required by the government to 
ensure safe food and clean water. 
Similarly, government has the 
responsibility to regulate the 
indoor air we breathe, free of sec¬ 
ondhand smoke pollution. 

If you decide to have dinner at 
your favorite restaurant or have a 
drink with friends you have the 
right to breathe clean air for those 
few hours. As a consumer you can 
choose the venue, but workers 
don’t have that same luxury. 
Workers, who spend many hours 
at their place of employment, 
deserve a safe workplace that 
ensures access to clean air. 

The Kentucky Supreme Court 


ruled in 2004 that government is 
obligated to protect the public. 
Just as drunk driving laws protect 
the public from persons operat¬ 
ing a car under the influence, 
smoke-free laws protect the pub¬ 
lic from harmful secondhand 
smoke in enclosed places open to 
the public and in work places. 
Drunk driving and smoke-free 


laws recognize the use of two legal 
products, but not in ways that 
harm other people. 

WTen people smoke in work¬ 
places and public, secondhand 
smoke harms everyone around 
them, both patrons and workers.

More public high school graduates are 


heading to college 


About three out of every five 
of Kentucky’s public high school 
Class of 2011 enrolled in college 
for the 2011-2012 academic year, 
exceeding the previous year’s 
enrollment, the Kentucky Center 
for Education and Workforce Sta¬ 
tistics (KCEWS) announced 
today in its release of the 2013 
Kentucky High School Feedback 
Report. 

“This report provides the best 
information about college going 
and freshman year success that we 
have ever seen,” said Kentucky 
Education and Workforce Devel¬ 
opment Cabinet Secretary Thom¬ 
as O. Zawacki. “It is the perfect 
example of why Kentucky contin¬ 
ues to be a national leader in data 
use to improve education and 
training.” 

The report revealed that of the 
44,853 Kentucky public high 
school graduates in 2011, 60.2 
percent or 27,014 enrolled in 
some form of higher education 
compared to 61.4 percent of 
those who graduated in 2010, a 
total of 26,858 students. Even 
though more students attended 
college, the actual college-going 
rate dropped marginally in part 
because of the increasing number 
of high school graduates, said 
Charles McGrew, Ph.D., execu¬ 
tive director of KCEWS. 

“Kentucky has made great 
strides in increasing its public 
high school graduation rates in 
recent years, but today’s global 
economy requires more than just 
a high school diploma,” said Edu¬ 
cation Commissioner Terry Hol- 
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Kentucky college-going rates released for Class of 2011 


liday. “The future of Kentucky’s 
students - and the economic well¬ 
being of the Commonwealth - 
depends on their ability to acquire 
education and training after they 
graduate high school. The 2013 
Kentucky High School Feedback 
Report gives educators, parents 
and community members valu¬ 
able information they can use as 
they strive to increase student 
achievement and better prepare 
their students to succeed in col¬ 
lege and the workforce.” 

The 2013 report includes 
individual reports for 228 public 
high schools in the state and is 
based on 2011-2012 college 
enrollment data, not surveys of 
students. Reports are not provid¬ 
ed for alternative programs, but 
students from those schools are 
included in the district-level fig¬ 
ures. 

In addition to information 
about each of Kentucky’s public 
high schools, the report includes 
comparable data about school 
districts, the proportion from 
each school that went to college 
and the types of schools they are 
attending, ACT scores and infor¬ 
mation by race and family 
income. The reports come out 
annually and provide feedback a 
year after each class graduates. 
KCEWS is working to shorten 
the reporting time to include the 
most recent class of graduates 
who attend college in the current 
fall term. 

“The newly designed High 
School Feedback Report will 
prove to be a powerful tool help¬ 
ing university educators better 
serve our incoming students, and 
to prepare the next generation of 
teachers,” said Bob King, presi¬ 
dent of the Council on Postsec¬ 
ondary Education. “It will also 
help K-12 educators fine tune 
their curriculum, centered around 
the Common Core Standards, to 
closely align what their students 
are learning to the knowledge and 
skills they will need to be success¬ 
ful in college and in their careers.” 

“This year’s report expands on 
previous High School Feedback 
Reports because for the first time 


we followed a recent group of 
public high school graduates from 
Kentucky to determine how 
many attend college, how well 
they were prepared, and how well 
they did in college in terms of 
grades and progress toward com¬ 
pleting a degree at an in-state 
public four-year university or 
KCTCS college during the 2010- 
2011 academic year,” said 
McGrew. 

Although 61 percent of the 
previous year’s high school gradu¬ 
ates went to college, 52 percent of 
them attended both the fall and 
spring semesters, and only 46 
percent of those high school grad¬ 
uates from 2010 completed their 
first year and returned for the 
second, according to the report. 

“Even though more than 90 
percent of the 2010 graduating 
high school class that attended 
one of our in-state public schools 
entered as full-time students, only 
15 percent actually earned a full- 
year of college-level course hours 
(30 college credit hours) during 
their first year. This is important 
because by the end of the first 
year, 85 percent who attended 
college from this class of gradu¬ 
ates were already off track to 
graduate from college on time,” 
said McGrew. 

Students must earn 30 col¬ 
lege-level hours per year to com¬ 
plete a 60-hour degree in two 
years or a 120-hour bachelor’s 
degree in four years. 

The report also illustrates the 
importance of preparing all high 
school graduates for success in 
college. The high school students 
who graduated in 2010 who were 
not ready for college-level course- 
work were only about half as 
likely to attend college (43 per¬ 
cent compared to 88 percent) as 
those who were assessed as college 
ready. College readiness is based 
on meeting all the English, math 
and reading benchmarks during 
the statewide junior year ACT 
assessment. 

“The students who were not 
ready for college-level work but 
still chose to attend a college or 
university earned considerably 


lower grades than their college- 
ready counterparts with average 
GPAs of 2.01 compared to 2.83 
for those who were ready. They 
also earned an average of less than 
one-half a year’s college credit 
during their first year of school,” 
McGrew said about the high 
school students who graduated in 
2010 . 

This year’s report has addi¬ 
tional information about student 
success in college including com¬ 
parisons of high school to college 
grades by subject to identify the 
alignment between the education 
levels and data about financial aid 
for college for the Class of 2010. 

Of the 2011 high school grad¬ 
uates currently enrolled in col¬ 
lege, the highest numbers are at 
the University of Kentucky 
(2,376) and Western Kentucky 
University (2,340). Of the 9 per¬ 
cent enrolled in out-of-state 
schools, Indiana University 
Southeast had the highest num¬ 
ber enrolled at 116, according to 
the report. 

The statewide college-going 
rate for African-Americans in the 
Class of 2011 is 55.7 percent. 
The college-going rate for females 
in the class is 67 percent while the 
rate for males is 53.5 percent. 

Among the high school data 
on the 2011 graduates, Brown 
School in Jefferson County had 
the highest college-going rate at 
94.9 percent and Paintsville High 
School had the second highest at 
93.6 percent. Four high schools 
had a 90 percent or higher col¬ 
lege-going rate, while six had a 
rate of less than 40 percent. 

“This information is useful in 
making sure that Kentucky’s high 
school students are prepared for 
postsecondary schools,” said 
McGrew. “We encourage parents, 
educators, school board mem¬ 
bers, officials and others to use 
this information to see how their 
local schools and districts com¬ 
pare across the state.”

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Kentucky fire marshal offers 
tips on carbon monoxide safety 


With the onset of cold weath¬ 
er, Kentucky Fire Marshal Wil¬ 
liam Swope reminds Kentuckians 
to be aware of the “silent killer” 
this heating season. Carbon mon¬ 
oxide (CO) is an invisible, odor¬ 
less and colorless gas that’s created 
when fuels like gas, wood, coal, 
natural gas, propane, and oil burn 
incompletely. 

“In the home, heating and 
cooking equipment that burn 
fuels are potential sources of car¬ 
bon monoxide,” Swope said in a 
news release. “The public should 
also understand that vehicles and 
generators left running in 
attached garages can produce 
dangerous levels of carbon mon¬ 
oxide. 

“My advice is that if you need 
to warm up a car, remove it from 
the garage immediately after 
starting it. Don’t think that 
because the garage doors are open 
it’s safe,” he said. “Also, generators 
should be used in well-ventilated 
locations outdoors and away from 
windows, doors and vent open¬ 
ings.” 

CO enters the body through 
breathing. Symptoms include 
shortness of breath, nausea, dizzi¬ 
ness, light headedness or head¬ 
aches. High levels of CO can be 
fatal, causing death within min¬ 
utes. 

To protect your family from 


the harmful effects of CO, the 
National Fire Protection Associa¬ 
tion offers the following safety 
tips: 

• Like smoke detectors, CO 
alarms should be installed in a 
central location outside each 
sleeping area and on every level of 
the home. 

• Follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions for placement and 
mounting height. 

• Choose a CO alarm that has 
the label of a recognized testing 
laboratory. 

• Test CO alarms at least once 
a month; replace them according 
to the manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions. 

• If the audible trouble signal 
sounds, check for low batteries. If 
the battery is low, replace it. If it 
still sounds, call the fire depart¬ 
ment. 

• If the CO alarm sounds, 
immediately move to a fresh air 
location outdoors or by an open 
window or door. Make sure every¬ 
one inside the home is accounted 
for. Call for help from a fresh air 
location and stay there until the 
arrival of emergency personnel. 

• During and after a snow¬ 
storm, make sure vents for the 
dryer, furnace, stove and fireplace 
are clear of snow build-up. 

• Gas or charcoal grills can 
produce CO - only use outside. 


Survey concerning horsepower 
restrictions on state lakes 


The Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources is 
seeking input by means of an 
online survey regarding horse¬ 
power restrictions on several 
state-owned lakes. 

"This survey is open for any¬ 
one to take," said Jeff Ross, assis¬ 
tant director of fisheries for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. "We 
want feedback from the public 
about changes to the boat motor 
restrictions." 

Currently, the following eight 
lakes have a 10 horsepower 
restriction on boat motors: Bea¬ 
ver Lake in Anderson County; 
Boltz Lake and Bullock Pen lakes 
in Grant County; Elmer Davis 
Lake in Owen County; Kincaid 
Lake in Pendleton County; Shan¬ 
ty Hollow Lake in Warren and 
Edmonson counties and Swan 


Lake in Ballard County. 

The information gleaned 
from the survey will help Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife deter¬ 
mine if these restrictions could be 
amended by allowing boats with 
motors larger than 10 horsepow¬ 
er to operate on some or all of 
these lakes at idle speed only. 

The fisheries division mailed 
2,000 of surveys to random fish¬ 
ing license holders a few weeks 
ago. The online survey will close 
at midnight on Dec. 30. 

To take this survey, visit the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife web¬ 
page at fw.ky.gov and click on the 
“Proposed Small-Lake Boat 
Motor Regulation Changes, Take 
the Survey” tab on the rotating 
banner in the middle of the page. 
The survey should take less than 
10 minutes to complete.

Some gas pipeline questions 
addressed in Bracken Co.

Officials with Williams Cor- 
poration/Bluegrass Pipeline 
addressed Bracken County Fiscal 
Court on Wednesday, fielding 
questions about where, how and 
when the proposed natural gas 
liquids pipeline may impact the 
area. 

Bill Lawson, Williams' spokes¬ 
person showed magistrates charts 
and maps of the proposed line 
and explained that it was in the 
acquisition phase of the project 
with landowners across Ohio, 
Kentucky and part of West Vir¬ 
ginia. 

“As of October, right of way 
acquisition program had acquired 
about 35 percent of the needed 
rights of way,” Lawson said. 

Based on 10-year projections, 
Lawson estimated the project 
could generate about $136 mil¬ 
lion in ad valorem taxes and $30 
million-$50 million in payments 
to property owners for right of 
way easements, he said. 

Crossing Clermont County, 
Ohio, underground, the pipeline 
would go under the bed of the 
Ohio River by directional drill¬ 
ing, Lawson said. 

In most cases the 24 inch steel 
line would be buried at least three 
feet under the ground, with con¬ 
sideration to farming necessities, 
and restrictions that trees not be 
planted and no structures built 
on the easement property, he 
said. 

There are 184 miles of the line 
proposed for Kentucky, he said. 

Magistrate Clark Hennessey 
questioned what he called an 
inundation of informational 


materials and advertising on 
behalf of the project. 

According to Lawson, the 
materials were intended to coun¬ 
ter misinformation the public 
may have seen from other sources 
on everything from what kind of 
pipe material was to be used and 
the content of the pipeline. 

The court still has to look at 
paperwork necessary to allow the 
pipeline to be placed under count 
roads and on county property, 
Bracken County Judge-Executive 
Earl Bush said. 

The decision should be made 
before the end of the year, he said. 

According to Lawson, once 
easements are obtained, the proj¬ 
ect is scheduled to be completed 
by the end of 2015. 

In other business, the court 
heard about a proposal to have 
Bracken County included as part 
of the Port Authority of Cincin¬ 
nati, as a measure to improve the 
standing of the port authority in 
the nation and track cargo move¬ 
ments on the Ohio River. 

The measure would not cost 
Bracken County anything and 
would not include any regulation 
of Bracken County activities by 
the authority, said Melissa John¬ 
son, but could improve the view 
of the region for outside agencies 
for community development. 

If the plan is approved by all 
the counties it has asked to be 
included in Ohio and Kentucky, 
the Port Authority of Cincinnati 
would increase from 26 miles to 
205 miles and make it one of the 
top 10 ports in the nation, she 
said. 

No action was taken on the 
request.

How to handle disagreements in the office or workplace 


Disagreements are part of any 
relationship and, for most of us, 
our jobs are as much a relation¬ 
ship as our marriages, family and 
friendships. In fact, you probably 
spend more waking hours each 
week in your work relationship 
than you do in any other relation¬ 
ship. 

So what happens when there is 
a disagreement on the job? It can 
be a real problem when it occurs 
with someone with more authori¬ 
ty than you. But the old saying is 
that a problem is only a problem 
when you can do something about 
it. It’s important to accept that 
you cannot change your boss, or 
any other person for that matter. 

What you can change is any 
incomplete or incorrect informa¬ 
tion relevant to the situation. In 
such cases, differences can often 
be worked out by logically and 
coolly presenting corrected or 
updated facts. 


But if disagreements are grow¬ 
ing out of the type of person your 
boss is, or his or her work style, 
that’s not something you're going 
to change. Instead, you want to 
figure out how to manage the sit¬ 
uation so that at the end you'll 
feel good about yourself and how 
you handled things. 

Start by evaluating how impor¬ 
tant the disagreement is. Don't let 
your emotions make a big deal 
out of what is really a small prob¬ 
lem. 

It then helps to decide whether 
to address the problem now or 
later. Sometimes waiting to voice 
objections is the smarter move, 
while at other times waiting may 
lead to bigger problems. 

You also should decide wheth¬ 
er to deal with the disagreement 
directly or indirectly. Talking with 
the boss about differences under 
the right circumstances can some¬ 
times be effective. At other times, 


talking with a friend or colleague 
may provide insights leading to a 
more satisfactory personal out¬ 
come. 

Once you've decided how to 
handle the situation, approach it 
logically. Consider various alter¬ 
native courses of action. Select 
what seems the best and then 
proceed implementing it. You 
want your actions to be the result 
of clear and careful consideration, 
not a heated response to the dis¬ 
agreement. 

It's important to remember 
that you are never going to change 
the other person. And simply win¬ 
ning the argument is not your 
aim. Instead, your goal is to reach 
the end of the situation feeling as 
good as possible about the way 
you handled it, even if it all 
doesn't go your way.

How to attack Northern Ky. heroin epidemic

A larger than expected crowd 
turned out for the public’s first 
detailed look at a regional plan to 
fight the growing heroin problem 
in Northern Kentucky, sharing 
stories and hoping for answers. 

More than 300 people attend¬ 
ed the meeting at the Northern 
Kentucky Convention Center, 
which scrambled to open parti¬ 
tions in the meeting room to 
double its size. 

The report, “Northern Ken¬ 
tucky’s Collective Response to the 
Heroin Epidemic: Our Plan for 
Recovery,” is the result of a year¬ 
long effort by a coalition of sub¬ 
stance abuse and medical experts, 
law enforcement and governmen¬ 
tal leaders, along with representa¬ 
tives of the business world. The 
group began work on the project 
in September 2012, led by St. 
Elizabeth Physicians’ Dr. Jeremy 
Engel. 

“We have enough answers and 
they’re fairly straightforward,” 
said Engel as attendees filed in. 
“This shows that all the stake¬ 
holders are engaged and we have 
the ability and the willingness to 
do what needs done. Some of 
them might take a bit longer, but 
some of them can happen a lot 
quicker than anyone expected.” 

A “community answer to what 
we know is a community prob¬ 
lem,” according to the Northern 
Kentucky Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s Steve Stevens, who added 
the report is a stark and honest 
assessment. 

It calls for expanding the 
number of physicians trained to 
practice medically assisted treat¬ 
ment from nine to 40 by 2017. 
Focusing on treatment options, it 
also recommends an increase to 
200 treatment beds for adults suf¬ 
fering from addiction and long¬ 
term residential treatment with 
16 beds for adolescents - a first in 
the area. 

“We cannot arrest or incarcer¬ 
ate our way out of the problem,” 
said the Northern Kentucky Inde¬ 
pendent District Health Depart¬ 
ment director, Dr. Lynne Saddler. 
“The success of this plan really 


hinges on having sufficient treat¬ 
ment options and resources avail¬ 
able so that everyone seeking and 
wanting treatment can easily 
access it.” 

Dozens of other initiatives are 
outlined in the report, which 
could cost at least $16 million, 
with funding expected to come 
from both the public and private 
sector, grants and matching funds. 

Medicare will pay for some, 
Medicaid for some, and the insur¬ 
ance companies and grants will 
help. We just need to have the 
physicians and resources to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations,” 
Engel said. 

While civic leaders presented 
the study over the sometimes 
emotional two-hour meeting, the 
room was filled with photos of 
young people who have been lost 
to overdoses. Many in attendance 
were their family members and 
others who have been touched by 
the problem. 

Holly Specht of Fort Thomas, 
whose family started the “NKY 
Hates Heroin” campaign just days 
after the overdose death of her 
son, Nicholas, in August, was 


encouraged by Thursday’s turn¬ 
out. Specht was there with her 
mother, Carol Stegner, both wear¬ 
ing T-shirts from the effort. 

Specht said she felt it was 
important to be on hand for the 
release of the study so she “could 
learn more.” 

“I want to be like a sponge, 
and keep learning and learning. 
We need to be more visible. The 
more we are, the more people we 
can help,” Specht said. 

Sheryl Walters lost her son, 
Taylor, this year to an overdose. 
He was 20 and a dean’s list stu¬ 
dent at Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. “The stigma of heroin needs 
to be disbanded now,” said Wal¬ 
ters, of Burlington, adding that 
nearly everyone knows someone 
whose life has been touched by 
heroin in some way. It’s killing 
our kids. We have to do more 
than talking about it behind the 
scenes. We have to be out there, 
talking to each other and talking 
to our kids. How else are they 
going to know or hear about it, 
other than finding out their 
friends are dying all around 
them?”

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Poinsettias for the holidays 


Traditional red and green col¬ 
ors are well represented in the 
flowers available for the holidays. 
Poinsettias, the most popular and 
spectacular holiday flowers, can 
combine both these colors. 

The poinsettia was named for 
Joel Robert Poinsett, an amateur 
botanist and the first United States 
ambassador to Mexico. He 
became fascinated with these 
native plants and sent poinsettias 
home to Greenville, S. C., in 
1825. Although Poinsett later was 
war secretary under President 
Martin Van Buren, he is better 
known for the plant named after 
him. 

The Aztecs cultivated poinset¬ 
tias for medicinal purposes and as 
a dye. Missionaries to Mexico 
used the brightly colored plants in 
nativity processions, possibly 
beginning the holiday connection 
that continues today. 

Poinsettias are the most popu¬ 
lar potted plant grown in the 
United States, with annual sales 
exceeding 70 million plants. In 
Kentucky, some tobacco green¬ 
house operators have learned how 
to grow poinsettias. More than 60 
varieties and 500,000 plants are 
grown and sold in Kentucky each 
year. 

The three to six bloom red 
poinsettia is the most frequently 
used, but several other sizes, 
shapes and colors are available. 
Colors range from creamy white 
to yellow through shades of pink 
to the traditional red. The color¬ 
ful plant parts often referred to as 
"flowers" actually are modified 
leaves called "bracts." The yellow 
centers are really the "flowers." 
Some poinsettias have marbled 
pink and white bracts; others may 
have pink flecks on red. Poinsettia 
bracts are very long lasting, pro¬ 
viding a nice decorative plant for 
the holiday season. 

Consumers can buy minia¬ 
tures as well as poinsettia trees and 
hanging baskets. 

The poinsettia is not poison¬ 
ous to people or pets, but is classi¬ 
fied as a non-edible plant material. 


Why Ky. needs a farm bill

This fall, Congress has an 
important opportunity to create 
jobs and grow the economy by pass¬ 
ing a long-term, comprehensive 
Food, Farm and Jobs Bill. The Farm 
Bill impacts every American, every 
day by providing a wide range of 
programs that strengthen our 
nation. 

The Farm Bill is crucial to main¬ 
taining a strong agriculture sector 
and an abundant food supply that 
benefits all Americans. Over the 
past two years, producers have faced 
a multitude of disasters — from 
drought, to flooding, to blizzards. 
These events demonstrate how 
important the safety net is to keep¬ 
ing producers going strong. Under 
the 2008 Farm Bill, the Farm Ser¬ 
vice Agency was able to provide 
$74,113,807.00 in disaster assis¬ 
tance in Kentucky using Farm Bill 
programs. 

A new Food, Farm and Jobs Bill 
would provide a strong crop insur¬ 
ance program, reauthorize the now- 
expired disaster assistance programs, 
and provide retroactive assistance 
for livestock producers. By reform¬ 
ing the safety net to eliminate the 
direct payment program — which 
pays producers whether or not they 
are in need of assistance — the Food, 
Farm and Jobs Bill would also save 
billions of dollars in the next decade. 

In addition, it would allow 
USDA to continue export promo¬ 
tion efforts that have led to the best 
five-year period in agricultural trade 
in American history, and provide 
FSA with the tools to extend addi¬ 
tional farm credit in Kentucky. 

The Farm Bill is also a job cre¬ 
ation bill that would empower 
USDA to partner with rural com¬ 
munities to grow, expand and sup¬ 
port new businesses.

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Extensive university research 
and laboratory testing have proven 
that poinsettias are not poisonous. 
One scientific study concluded 
that no toxicity occurred at inges¬ 
tion levels much higher than those 
likely to take place in a home. The 
main information resource for 
most poison control centers states 
that a 50-pound child would have 
to ingest more than 500 poinsettia 
leaves to surpass an experimental 
dose. 

Some people have skin sensi¬ 
tivity to the white milky sap pro¬ 
duced when a part of the plant is 
broken or injured. Ingesting a 
plant part may cause some dis¬ 
comfort. Active young children, 
who are apt to put just about 
anything in their mouths, and 
curious cats might choke on 
fibrous poinsettia foliage. There¬ 
fore it is a good practice to put 
poinsettias and all other non-edi¬ 
ble plants out of children's and 
pets' reach. 

Poinsettias will remain beauti¬ 
ful far beyond the holiday season 
when cared for properly. Keep 
these tips in mind. 

Choose a plant with small, tightly 
clustered yellow buds in the center 
and crisp, bright, undamaged foli¬ 
age. 

At home, put the poinsettia in 
a room with bright, natural light. 
Ideally, plant foliage should be 
exposed to direct sunlight one or 
more hours daily. 

Avoid locations where there 
are drafts and close heat sources. 
Do not put the plant on top of a 
television set or near a radiator. 
Water the plant when the soil 
becomes dry; drooping leaves may 
indicate it needs watering. Be sure 
to discard excess water in the drip 
saucer. 

If you want to keep a poinset¬ 
tia after the holiday season, fertil¬ 
ize it with ordinary houseplant 
fertilizer a few weeks after buying 
it.

Understanding your risks for 
ovarian cancer 


Ovarian cancer is often con¬ 
sidered a silent killer, because 
many times, women do not 
know they have it until it is too 
late. Ovarian cancer accounts for 
3 percent of all cancers diag¬ 
nosed in women and is the dead¬ 
liest gynecological cancer. This 
year, The American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety estimates that doctors will 
diagnose more than 22,000 cases 
of ovarian cancer in the United 
State and 15,500 American 
women will die of the disease. 

Fortunately, when found in 
the early stages, treatment can be 
effective and chances for recov¬ 
ery are improved. Knowing the 
risk factors, signs and symptoms 
of ovarian cancer can help you 
protect your loved ones and 
yourself. 

Women with an increased 
risk of developing ovarian cancer 
include those over 50 years old, a 
family history of ovarian, being 
diagnosed with breast, uterine or 
colon cancer, no children or 
trouble conceiving. 

Since ovarian cancer symp¬ 
toms are similar to the symp¬ 
toms for many different diseases, 
you should pay close attention to 
your body. If you began experi¬ 
encing any of the following signs 
and symptoms for longer than 
two weeks, you should talk with 
your doctor about possible 


causes. 

• Pain below your stomach 
and/or between your hips 

• Back pain 

• Being constantly tired 

• Bloating 

• Difficulty eating or always 
feeling full 

• Abnormal vaginal bleeding 
or discharge 

Since 1977, the Kentucky 
Extension Homemakers Associa¬ 
tion has raised funds for ovarian 
cancer research at the University 
of Kentucky. The program was 
started by Virginia McCandless, 
an officer in the association who 
lost her fight with ovarian can¬ 
cer. To date, Extension Home¬ 
makers have raised nearly $1.2 
million. 

Funds raised by Extension 
Homemakers also help fund a 
free ovarian cancer screening 
program at UK. Women over 50 
or 25 with a family history of 
ovarian cancer can participate.

For young children, it may 
mean more to donate time by 
helping out a community service 
organization like a soup kitchen, 
for example. They can help by 
doing small chores like decorating 
the tables, making sure there are 
napkins laid out and handing out 
silverware.

Another way to instill the

Taking 
part in projects like cleaning up 
school grounds, clothing drives 
and toy drives can help give chil¬ 
dren a sense of community and 
what it means to take action. 

While working at a toy drive, 
for instance, let the children sort 
the toys according to age group 
and gender. These and similar 
tasks teach organizational skills as 
well as the ability to care. 

If you decide to participate in 
buying Christmas presents for a 
child who is less fortunate, let 
your children make the decisions 
on what to buy. Usually there is a 
dollar limit, so it is a good chal¬ 
lenge for your children to use the 
money wisely. 

Whatever “giving-back” path 
you decide, adults should also be 
committed to serving others and 
willing to work alongside youth. 
This sends the message that adults 
are not only encouraging, but are 
proud to support the same chari¬ 
ties youth believe in. 

No matter the strategy, your 
focus on reinforcing a child’s 
compassion for others is a key to 
helping them become caring 
adults.

A Kentucky initiative to iden¬ 
tify farm products produced by 
veterans will become a national 
brand, Kentucky Agriculture 
Commissioner james Comer 
announced on Veterans Day at 
the Frazier History Museum in 
Louisville. 

The Farmer Veteran Coali¬ 
tion will administer the Home¬ 
grown by Heroes program on the 
national level. At Monday’s 
announcement, the Farm Credit 
System announced a $250,000 
commitment to fund the nation¬ 
al program.

Mitch 
McConnell, U.S. Reps John Yar- 
muth and Andy Barr, and Louis¬ 
ville Mayor Greg Fischer all 
spoke in support of the program.

Homegrown by Fieroes, it was 
my intention to take it national 
so it can benefit veterans from 
every state,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “Today, I am pleased 
to announce that intention is 
becoming a reality with the help 
of our generous partners. This is 
something we in agriculture can 
do to show our respect and 


appreciation for our military vet¬ 
eran farmers across the United 
States.” 

The Farmer Veteran Coali¬ 
tion, based in Davis, Calif., helps 
veterans develop careers in agri¬ 
culture through collaborations of 
the agricultural and military 
communities. 

“The veterans we work with 
have served their country twice - 
once by defending it, and now by 
feeding it,” said Michael 
O’Gorman, executive director of 
the Farmer Veteran Coalition. 
“When Kentucky became the 
first state to honor them for that 
service in the marketplace, we 
were anxious to see every farmer 
veteran in America get that same 
recognition.” 

“Many of the men and 
women who serve proudly in our 
military come from America’s 
rural areas and small towns,” said 
Everett M. Dobrinski, board 
chairman for CoBank and direc¬ 
tor for the Farm Credit Council 
board.
